Notice of Allowability 

On 12 February 2008, applicant cancelled all remaining claims and added 
claims 127-146. 

Applicant's comments concerning Ayed (US 6756913) are persuasive. 
Claims 127-146, a total of 20 claims, are allowed. 



Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Updated searches were preformed on the claimed limitations. 
Ayed, the closest US prior art, does not disclose, inter alia, 

• receiving, by tlie auction management system over a communication 
networl<, bids in response to tlie auction program, eacli bid including: 

o positional information representing a current geographic location of a 
prospective service provider associated with that bid, the current 
geographic location being automatically determined via a GPS- 
enabled terminal; and 

o current situational information specific to the prospective service 
provider, the current situational information including automatically- 
gathered information, other than the positional information, relevant 
for determining any potential delay associated with rendering of the 
service by the prospective service provider; and 

• analyzing the bids, by the auction management system, to identify at least 
one favorable bid based on the positional information and on the current 
situational information of each bid, and identifying a group of at least one 
successful bidder associated with at least one of the at least one favorable 



The closest non-patent literature is an article by Merrill Goozner, Chicago 
Tribune.. Chicago Tribune (pre-1997 Fulltext). Chicago, III.: Jan 30, 1991, Firm 
sells sense of place Satellite-based location-finder fueling growth; 
[NORTH SPORTS FINAL, C Edition], downloaded from ProQuest on the 
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Internet on 11 May 2008. Goozner discloses managing taxi fleets via 
GPS but does not describe, inter alia, 

• receiving, by tlie auction management system over a communication 
networl<, bids in response to tlie auction program, eacli bid including: 

o positional information representing a current geographic location of a 
prospective service provider associated with that bid, the current 
geographic location being automatically determined via a GPS- 
enabled terminal; and 

o current situational information specific to the prospective service 
provider, the current situational information including automatically- 
gathered information, other than the positional information, relevant 
for determining any potential delay associated with rendering of the 
service by the prospective service provider; and 

• analyzing the bids, by the auction management system, to identify at least 
one favorable bid based on the positional information and on the current 
situational information of each bid, and identifying a group of at least one 
successful bidder associated with at least one of the at least one favorable
